If so, under what 
designation/denomination and under what conditions were said parental lines or 
progeny disclosed or made publicly available and from when to when? 
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(iv) At or before the time of filing of the instant application or any provisional 

application to which benefit is claimed, were any other lines produced by said method 

using said original parental lines, and if so, had said produced lines been publicly 

available or sold? If so, under what designation/denomination and under what 

conditions were said other lines disclosed or made publicly available and from when to 

when?
